THE SOLAR ECLIPSE. 


The ‘Times’ gives the following account of 
the solar eclipse as viewed from Absouan ;:— 

The eclipse was successfully observed here 
in a normal clear sky. The British party, with 


screen and oLe enlargement, six photographs 
polarized by reflection in a horizontal 
and two in a vertical plane. Mr. Giinther, of 
Magdalen College, Oxford, obtained six plates: 
with a Goerz lens for comparison with ‘similar 
plates taken in Labrador. 

Mr. Reynolds’s 120ft. reflector was mounted 
under unforeseen difficulties, at short notice, 
with the able assistance of Mr. Keeling, of 
Survey, who has helped all the iti 
from the fist. The local fire brigade kindly 
flooded the ground under the tube to check 
radiation. Alithe photographs will be developed 
shortly in Cairo in the Survey Department. 

There was no opportunity to organise 
observations at the north and south limits, or 
on the shadow bands, but the Survey Depart- 
ment took six-hour magnetic readings according 
to the international acheme and a register of 
solar radiation. 

The Lick Observatory party, under Pro- 
fessor Hussey, carried out their fall programme, 
obtaining eight plates with a 40ft. lens, eight 
plates for intra-Mercurial planets witha com- 
posite battery of four telescopes, and one plate 
of the general coronal spectrum. The Ruasian 
party took four plates of the corona anda 
photographic register of magnetic elements, 

The change of temperature was very slight, 
and a dead calm prevailed. 

Tha corona was of the distinctly maximum 
type, with the longest streamer to the south- 
east, about two diameters at most, probably 
less, and threé others shorter. Query, was the 
longest streamer over the recent sun spot | The 
ooronaseemed small to the eye, perhaps owing 
to haze or dust and the low sun. There was 
no sign of Mercury to the eye, nor was the 
moon seen at sunrise here,

The coast guards had already tele- 
phoned to the police of the Menchieh caracol, 
who for some time did nothing, and, according 
to the official report conld not recover 
the corpse till about 11. p.m. Eye witnesses 
inform us that the body was perfectly vis- 
ible and might have been recovered with 
little difficulty, and that the efforts made 
by the police on the spot were so feeble 
that it was not till after 4am, this morning 
that it was finally brought to shore. 

The discrepancy betwoen the statement 
made by the police and that of aye witnesses is 
so great that we venture to call the attention of 
the authorities to it. If the corpse could have 
been recovered between 9 and 10 p.m.,as our in- 
formants asseverate, it would surely haveshown 
better feeling had the police risked a wetting. 
The idéa that a dead body should be allowed 
to drift about within a few ‘yatds of the shore 
for hours is 0 repugnant, that we prefer to 
suppose that our informants did not take into 
account the roughness of the water near the 
new quay. In any case the affsir seems to 
require farther explanation.

SIR COLIN SCOTT-MONCRIEFF 
ON IRRIGATION. 


At the meeting of the British Association 
held at Johannesburg on the 29th alt. Colonel 
Sir 0, Scott-Monorieff, the President of the Bog- 
ineering Section, gave a most interesting address 
on the science of irrigation. He described 
early and simple forms of irrigation, pumps 
and windmills, and artesian wells. Irrigation 
on a large scale, he said, was best effected by 
diverting water from a river or lake into an 
artificial channel, and thence on to the fields. 
If the water surface of a river had a slope of 
2ft. per mile, and a canal were drawn from it 
with a surface slope of 1ft. per mile, it was 
evident that at the end of a mile the water in 
the canal would be 1ft. higher than that in the 
river ; and if the water in ths river was 10ft. 
below the plain, at the end of 10 miles the 
water in the canal would be flash with the 
plain, and henceforth irrigation could be effect- 
ed by simple gravitation. When there was no 
question of fertilising deposit, and only pure 
water to bé had, the most favorable condition 
of irrigation was where the canal or river had 
its source of supply in a great lake. For how- 
ever heavy the rain‘all, the water sarface it 
the lake would not rise very much, nor wou 
it greatly sink at the end of a long drought, 
Where there was no moderating lake a river 
fed from a glacier had a precious soured of 
supply. The hotter the weather the more 
rapidly would the ice melt, and this was just 
when irrigation was most wanted. Elsewhere, 
if crops were to be raised and the rain could 
not be counted on, nor well irrigation be 
practised, water storage became necessary, and 
it was with the help of water storage that 
in most countries irrigation was carried on. 
The Preeident then gave an account of some 
methods of wa‘er storage, and added that for 
the stady of high-class irrigation there was 
probably no school so good as was to be found 
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from 10,500 to 8,000 cubic feet per second, 
was begun in 1889, with the view of carrying 
water into a tract entirely desert and -anpopa- 
lated. It was opened on a small scale in 1892, 
was then enlarged, and ten years after it 
irrigated in one year 1,829,000 acres, support- 
ing a population of 800,000 inhabitants, 
colonists from more congested parts of India. 
The Ganges Canal, opened in 1854, at a time 
when there was not a mile of railway, ‘and 
hardly a steam engine within 1,000 miles, had 
a leogth of about 9,900 miles, including distri- 
bating channels. It was supplemented in 1878 
by a lower drawn from the same river 
180 miles down, and these two canals 
now irri between them 1,700,000 acres an- 
nially, On all these canals were engineering 
works of a vory high class. The original Ganges

A.river named the Periyar took its 
rise in the Ghats, and descended to the sea on 
the west coast, where there 
ntilising the water, and a good 
had periodically to be spent in con 
farinus floods. A dam had now 
across ita course, and a tunnel had been 
through the mountains, enabling the reservoir 
to be discharged into a system of canals to the 
east, where there was vast plain much in 
need of water. ~ 

After speaking of irrigation in Egypt since 
the beginning of the English occupation, the 
President eaid that there were many serious 
considerations to be taken into account before 
entering on any large project for irrigation. 
Statistics must be carefally collected of rain- 
fall, of the sources of water supply available, 
and of the amount of that rainfall which it 
waz possible to store and atilise. The water 
should be analysed if there was any danger of 
its being brackish. Its temperature should be 
aicertained. It should be considered what would 
be the effect of pouring water on the soil, for 
it was not always an unmixed benefit. A dry 
climate. might be changed into a moist, and 
fever and ague might follow. In India there 
were large tracts of heavy black soil, which 
with the ordinary rainfall produced excellent 
crops nine years out of ten, and where irriga- 
tion would rather do. harm tham good. Bat in 
the,tenth year the rains failed, and without 
artificial irrigation the soil would yield nothing. 
So terrible might be the misery caused by that 
tenth year of drought that even then it might 
psy a Government to enter on a scheme of 
irrigation. Bat it was evident that it might 
not pay ajoint-stock company.\ In all cases it 
was of the first importance to establish by law 
the principle that all rivers or streams above a 
certain ‘iz? were national property, to be utili- 
sed for the good of the nation. Even where 
there was no immediate intention of construo- 


ting irrigation works it was well to establish |; 


this principle. Otherwise vested rights might 
be allowed to spring up, which it might be 
necessary in after years to buy out at a heavy 
cost.
